In 1910 a great revolt against po- feej 
length and contained several 
II t lea I machine domination m lm ln a t- i hundred 
cd in the election of Hiram W. Jo h n ­ 
son, a man of powerful personality, 
an unusually able campaigner. Jo h n ­ 
son 
bad gone over every Inch of 
ground In the state and made a won­ 
derful direct appeal. 
Direct primar­ 
ies gave him 
his 
opportunity. 
He 
could never have bn* ii nominated for 
governor under tile system that for­ 
merly pervaded. 
o th e r states broke away from the 
boss in a similar fashion. 
Dire* t pri­ 
maries did it. 
Direct primaries be­ 
came the rage. 
At last the proper 
serum for bossism had been discov­ 
ered! 
In due time, however, the effect of 
the new system on less conspicuous 
parts ut the ticket began to be exam­ 
ined. 
In (’alifornla. for instance, a 
candidate on Hie Johnson ticket had 
tile misfortune to have as his roil 
drat name "Florence.** 
That was be­ 
fore the days of equal suffrage and 
many of the voters thought he was a 
woman. 
They had no way of know­ 
ing that he was a male and that he 
represented the Johnson Idea. 
They 
nominated In bls stead a man with as 
little sympathy with the new move­ 
ment u could well be imagined. 
Af­ 
ter his election be wan a veritable 
thorn In the flesh of the governor. 
A year or two before th** real pri­ 
mary itill was parsed In New york 
stale, Tammany played a lit I lf* Joke 
on the voters. 
The people wanted 


direct primaries; they should have 


them, and have them good!

should have them with a ballot as 


long as a lamp post!

the citizens of Paris around to tile 
IfOint where they not only saw the 
need of a city plan for Paris, but de 
mandetl it of their city officials. 
A few years ago the w riter was sec 
rotary of the progressive little city of 
M art, Tex., where sanitary condition* 
were very bad. 
The Commercial club 
spent ail entire yeur conducting an cd 
ucatioual campaign, with the final re 
suit th at M art is now' classed by the 
stat© health depart me ut as one of the 
most sanitary towns in the state.

After the sentiment had once 
been created it was an easy task for 
the city officials to get the results.

©very other city, large or small—"there 
Is more to be done than all of us will 
ever get done."
